CLEVlLANn, July 1.— For nearly a 
month the strike at the works of the 
Brown Hoittixig and CouTeying com- 
psny bM oontinaed with frequent 
thongh indiTidnal attaoki bgr strikers 
npon workmen who had tsMta their 
jilaoes. TIk' police hiive boon patient 
under the abuse of the idle men, but 
yesterday for the first time viulcnce was 
shown the officers, and they dealt the 
strikers a blow with a heavy hand. 

At 6 o'clock in the afternoon 170 em- 
ployes of the Brown company were 
marohsd firom Um works under the es- 
cort of 80 poltom w to the oar tracks on 
St. Olair Btroat. A evowd of 3,000 men, 
women and boys gathered and began 
hooting and hissing. Two motor oars 
cam* along and wet* algmllad to itm,. 
bat the strikers yelled "Oo shead, don^t 
stem," and the motorman inoreaaad 
thmr speed and whinad by. Tha poUoe 
than maxohed th* men In their diarga 
a block farther awaj to a oomar aid 
halted for another oar, the roaring 
crowd following. Some one in the 
crowd threw a fcdg stone, whloh strnok 
Patrolman Keidcl and cat his bead 
open. 

Deputy Chief of Police McMahon 
then gave a pre-arranKed signal and the 
crowd was given a terrible lesson. 
Forty policemen swung out into lino 
iiiul till' other 40 closiul in around tho 
men Iliey w vw protecting'. The first 40, 
under conimaml of Captain h^njrlish and 
Lieutenant Dunn, charged the crowd 
witli riot olaba and they bit to teeak 

iieads. 

Two rushes u]) the street sent the 
crowd in tliat direction flyin;; an<i h-ft a 
dozen men lynif; on the pavement with 
bleediiif; hea(ls. Then tlie police 
charged twice in the o])posite direction 
and then down a side street, usinj? 
t)H'ir chilis vipirously. Tliey scattert'(l 
the crowd etl'i ctually and arrested four 
of the ringleaders, after qditting the 
ecalp of one of thein. 

In the meantime the iK)lice guarding 
the men stoppeti the car almost by force 
and sent their charges away. No one 
was dangerously hurt by the clubbing, 
Ko far as can be ascertained, but there 
are scores of broken hetwls. Serious 
trouble is feared, and a lieavy guard of 
police will be on the ground hereafter.

Akron, O., July 1. — Just before the 
state was ready to rest its case in the 
Cotell trial, Deputy Sheritt' Hurt was 
called to the stand, and the most dra- 
matic sensation of the trial waa qnrang. 
Hart gave the details of a conTersation 
the previous night between Cotell and 
a mysterious ^voiuau, who has been vis- 
iting the prison every day for a ^V(■>•k. 
During tliis conversation Cotell admit- 
ted his guilt, and gave all detuils of tli»> 
crime, as in liis previous conlV^sious, 
which he lias since n^pndiated. 

The woman has been in the oini)loy 
of the state, and by bringing fruit and 
flowers and by various other feminino 
ways, has secured the confideuce of Co- 
tell.

PENSION F RAUDS C ENSURED. 

▼lolatMS of th« Law Oet Ho Ufmpathj 

From tho PrcMnt AdmtaMrattoa. 

Washinoton, July 1.— The president 
has always shown a disposition to deal 
severely with p<'raon8 who defraud pen- 
sioners and otherwise violate the pen- 
sion laws, and this tendency is well ez- 
Idbited in his action apon three applica> 
tions for pardons in soeh cases, taken 
just before his departure from the capi- 
tal. These were the civses of Andrew 
J. Rooks of tieorgia, Paul A. Marcellino 
of New Mexico and Stephen O. W. 
Brandon of Tennessee, all convicted of 
offenses against pension laws. 

The president denied the application 
in each case, and his endorsements suf- 
ficiently indicate the repugnance ho 
feels for this class of ofTunscs. 

In the case of Marcellino, the presi- 
dent writes: "This convict was guilty 
apparently of nearly oil the crimes and 
frauds denounced by our pension laws. 
He seems in every way possible to have 
clieated and swindled ignorant pension- 
ers and imposed on the government. 
The punishm«uit meted out to him was 
well deserved and I can not yield to the 
unthinking and iireipoaailde appeu for 
his pardon." 

As to Rook's case the president wrote: 
"This convict personated a dead soldier 
and through that means procured a 
pension and robbed the government. 
He was joetlj dealt with 1^ the court 
and shonld soffer all the punishment 
awarded to him." 

The .endorsement npon the applica- 
tion for Brandon's pardon reads; "De- 
nied, lam onwilUng to pardon those 
who, in Tiolaiion of oar pension laws 
overcharge applicants for pensions for 
the ser v ices they render in substantiate 
ing their claims." 

The president denied applications for 
pardon in the cases of Meridith, C. S. 
U. Sullivan, sentenced in Pennsylvania 
to one year imprisonment for embezZ' 
ling money from letters, and Daniel 
Tilton, sentenced in "Ts'ew Jersey to one 
year imprisonment for a like ort'eiiso 

In his endorsement in tliese cases, the 
president says: "Tlie wrongful appro 
priation of public funds by postmasters 
is growing to be alaniiingly common 
I can not overlook tlie fact that in ca.ses 
of this kind the integrity and safety of 
our ]io>fal M'rvice is apt to be impaired 
by an iiniiroviilent ex»>rcise of clemency. 
Enibe/./.liiiL.' inoiu'y from letters entrust- 
ed to tliose employed in the postal serv 
ice IS t.ir toi)eommon and, ina^nnnii as 
the pi j\ eminent must rely vei v mi atly 
upon the honesty of its emiilciyes m rliisi 
important brancli of the imbhc .services, 
I do not think those convicted of crimes 
against our postal laws slionld be ])ar 
doned in a case where the sentence in ^.i 
moderate and the reasons now iirgeil ar. 
BO inconclusive." 

Tiie jircsideut has denied the ai) 
plication for pardon in the case of W. S. 
Johnson sentenced in Georgia to 18 
months' impri.sounient and ijil..iO() fine 
and costs for scheme to defraud and 
conspiracy, and Thomas M. Searcy 
sentenced id Alabama to one year and 
one day imprisonment and flue for 
fraudulent use of the maiU. 

MANOA CO MPANY O uT" OF IT. 

TMMBMlaa Cablaat Onmtsth* Claim of 

BrltUh CapitHlivtii. 

Nkw York, July 1. — A dispatch to 
The Herald from Caracas says: A spe 
cial cabinet meeting was held oil Fri- 
day, at which it was decided that the 
title of Mr. Ueorge Trumbull, repre' 
senting British capitalists, to valuable 
iron mines situated near the Delta ter- 
ritorj' was perfect. This is regarded in 
ofiiciai circles as a death blow to the 

^lanoa company. 

Coianiriiting on the above dispatch 
The Herald says: "TlieManoa company 
of Brooklyn was organized about lU 
years ago. It received a large grant of 
land in Venezuela, near the tenitory 
which is now claimed by the ffovern- 
mentR of that republic and of Great 
Britain, from General Guzman Blanco. 
The land which was thus conceded in- 
cluded an asphalt lake. The concession 
was afterward withdrawn, but through 
the efforts of Donald (iraut of Faribeult, 
Minn., waa soon' restored. 

"The oomnany was nnsuccessful in its 
enterprise, however, and in Augtut, 
1896, a meeting of oreditors and bond- 
holders was held in this dty. They 
found that the company posMssed no 
money and had a floating debt of |60,- 
000 and a mortgage debt of •2,000,000.

WiucBSBABnc, Pa., Jnljr 1.— There 
are 69 men, living or dead, imprisoned 
in the depths (rf the doomed mine. 
This is the ofBcial number and there is 
no reason to think it incorrect. The 
wives of five Hungarians declare that 
their men, too, are in the mine, but this 
is disputed by the timekeeper, who says 
that the Hans drew their paj last week 
and went to Pittsburg to work in the 
soft cool mines. They simidjr deserted 
their families, bat their wiTca wUl not 
beheve it. 

The pit where the men are supposed 
to be is still fiOO feet beyond where the 
rescuers are at work. The gas iS not so 
bad as it has bt'en and there is no water 
flow in the mine. The miners have 
come across a number of tools of various 
kinds which had been oaed bj the 

miners. 

The bore hole which was started in 
the Clear Spring mine, which adjoins 
the Twin shaft, ty pierce the 100 feet of 
solid coal between the workings df the 
two mines, has not proved as successful 
as was hoped. When the drill was in 
about 83 feet it stroflk rook and had to 
be abandoned. 

A new h(de was then started. Oal- 
cnlations were made from the maps of 
both collieries and it was hoped that the 
figuring would be so close as to tving 
the hole ont into the workings of tho 
Twin oollierr. A diamond dzUl is be- 
ing used and it is estimated that the 
job will require 86 hoius, if all goes 
well. If, when the hole is drilled 
through this banier from the Clear 
Spring mine, no water is found on the 
other side, tUb hole will be enlarged so 
as to admit a man's body and experi- 
ments may be made from that end. 

If the cave-in does not extend to that 
end of the mine, rescuers will start in 
from that point. They will have to go 
at the least calcuhition" about 1»>'» feet t<j 
where the men are undeistood to be. 
Then the V will strike the lall undei* 
which the men are and will begin dig- 
ging. In case, however, that this area 
beyond the Clear .'<|)rinK is also allVcted 
and "Mjueezing" the rex uers would not 
dare venture in Ix'yond the hairier, and 
to persue the search they would have to 
be^'in timbering and propping, as the 
men mi the other side are (loin»,'. 

This work would have to begin iit the 
point where the r(«)f begins to threaten 
and the length of time occui)ied in 
reaching the cave where the men are 
would depend uj)on the condition of the 
slope. If all of the roof is •'s(iueezing" 
the work would be well night useless, 
tts J, .100 feet would have to hv timbered.

Before leaving for Gray Gables the 
president appointed the following 
United States consuls: William Coul-

N. S. W.; Thomas Willing Peters of 
Wyoming at Pleau, Uermany, and 
Ueorge Sawter of Oonneotlont at Olau- 
chau, Germany. 

All three of these positions were 
raised from commercial agencies to con- 
sulates by the existing congress. Mr. 
Pet<'rs and Mr. Sawter were the incum- 
bents respectively of the Plean and 
tilaucliau agendes, and Attain higher 
rank without change of residence. The

H vMMdM). July 1. — The 70 odd sa- 
IfHiiikeejiers of this city have a;,'reed to 
disregard the Nicholson law so fur as 
the Sunday dosing clause is concerned. 
Since the spireme court handed down 
its decision 10 days ago, upholding tho 
law, there has been considerable spec- 
ulation Hs to what course the saloon 
men would take, and during all of last 
week it l(X)k(>d as though they would 
throw up their hand and cry quits. 
Promptly at 1 1 o'clock every night the 
saloons were closed and the curtains 
were drawn to one side, showing to 
the public that so far as the 11 o'clock 
clause was concerned it was being 
obeyed. Not u saloon in town remained 
open after legal hours, and for one 
week Hammond WOB a model dtf in 
this respect. 

The good citizens hoped that this was 
but the beginning of legal observances, 
but on last Sunday, however, not one 
saloonkeeper in 10 obejed the law. Of 
course, manr of the front doors were 
closed, but in each cases the side car- 
tains were up and the side doors were 
largely in evidence. Some of the saloon 
men aUL not even take the trouble to 
close their front doors, and at least 
three saloons on dneof the principal 
comers left their doors wide open and 
invited the pnbllo to enter and patron- 
ise the bar. 

Nor was there any effort made by the 
authorities to enforce the law. When 
un officer was asked what steps had been 
taken regarding the matter he answered 
that he had received no orders from his 
superiors, and he would not interfere 
until he had been advised. The grand 
jury will not meet again until next No- 
vember, and it is feared nothing can be 
done until then, unless the mayor can 
be prevailed upon to i.ssue :i proclama- 
tion and enforce it by ptdice :iutliority. 
An effort will probably be made ro have 
this action taken, but those who are in 
a position to know say that nothing will 
be done. 

From other sections of the county 
come reports of the sui'<>e.s>ful enforce- 
ment of the law.

Barnett had been in the employ of 
the PeniiKylvauia Kailroaci company 
nearly ;',(• yiars. am? the company had 
about deciiled to retire him soon on 
half p:i\- for life. He was one of tho 
best known, most trusted men in tho 
company's cmpliiy. His home wai^ in 
Johnson avenue. After the coroner's 
inquest the body will be shipped here. 

Fight Fulliiwii n i<erii>(tn. 
F.\i:mi.am>, Ind., July 1. — Aftt^ serv- 
ices had cl(ise(l at the North White 
River church, six miles from this place, 
there was a general fight, in which sev- 
eral men aud boys participated. During 
the fight John Moaer was fatally 
stabbed by John Jemerson, and several 
others were ont. During die melee 
women and children fainted, and had 
to be carried from the church. An old 
feud between an oflloer and a leoder of 
the gang caused the trouble. 

(irnit*li<>|>pvr« Gorged to Death. 

Wabash, Ind., July 1.— On the farm 
of Daniel Liser, in the southeastern part 

of this county, tho grasshoppers have 
mined a li-iicre th-hl of timothy, (>ating 
it up, head, stalk and root. The .sin- 
gular nart of the matter is that though 
there aro two or three ^reeu me.iduws 
near tho timothy, the hopjters have not 
touched them. Mr. Lizer states th;it 
millions of hoppers an« lying dead in 
the timothy field, and he thwlES they 
ate too greedily and died. 

' Catllo Starvluf to Death. 

Pkes( oTT, A. T., July 1.— Cattfe aro 
dying from starvation in all direc tions 
on the ranges of Arizona, the lack of 
feed being due to the drouth. The 
greatest loss is in the Verde conntrr, 
eastward from Flagstaff, and to the 
southward in the Skull valley ranges, 
where the animals are dying by the 
thousands.

Nbw York, July 1.— The Ueraldsays: 
Several Cubans who arrived here from 
Havana on the steamer Saratoga, 
brought with them copies of a warning 
circular addressed to Cubans, informing 
them that during the summer there 
would be many explosions in tho towns 
of tho island, caused by dynamite. 

The cin ular advised all Cubans to 
abandon the threatened region while 
this campaign of destruction was in 
progress. The circulars, in Spanish, 
were dated June 15, and were printed 
upon white tissue paper. Many then- 
sands of these were, said to be in drou- 
lation in and about ' Havana when the 
steamer left the port. 

At the Cuban iunta headquarters it 
was said that the destrucHon of Havana 
in this way had been under contempla- 
tion for a long time, and that private 
buildings and proper^ owned by Span- 
iards who ore opposea to the independ- 
ence of Cuba would be sacrificed us well 
as the public edifices occupied by the 
Spanish.

ENGLISH GREED T O BLAME. 

Au £dueated Zolu'a ReaMBS Jtmr the Mat« 
Mbele Vprlslng. 

New York. July 1.— John L. Dube, 
a native Zulu, has just arrived from 
Africa. He is the grandson of a chief 
of his tribe and a son of the first native 
preacher of Christianity in South Af- 
rica. Mr. Dube has come to this coun- 
try to complete his theological studies 
so that he may enter the field as amis* 
sioiiary to Ids own people. 

"My graiuifatlior was," ho said, "ono 
of the chiefs of the tribe under Chaka, 
tho cruel head of the Zulu nation. I 
am told that my gi-andfather was very 
poiiular with his people and that tMiaka, 
on account of this great cruelty, was 
extremely unpopular. In this way my 
ancestor incurred the enmity of his su- 
perior and the latter plotted to kill him. 
He and his men were treacherously at- 
tacked and killed. My grandmother 
fled with my father to NataL He be- 
I came a Christian and refused the chief- 
ship of his nation." 

j Of the Matabele uprising he said: 
I "This has been caused by the treatment 
given to the natives by the English.
